Stakeholders were supportive of: 

* Developing a comprehensive Wayfinding Plan that identifies sign locations, ideal vista and photo opportunities, and rideshare pick-up/drop-off - 
plan would also create a recognizable Hollywood Sign brand, installing digital messaging to redirect drivers, and with special attention to how pedestri 
enter and exit the neighborhood. 

* Developing a dedicated Hollywood Sign website drafted by the community that contains information about parking access, sign history, and oth 
visitor information. This website would ideally be promoted on other travel sites. 

* Implementing or extending PPD hours at certain locations including Deronda Drive and Tahoe Drive. Some stakeholders also wished for a way 
neighboring areas without the need for a guest pass. 

* Tailoring recommendations to different groups. Participants that there are two distinct groups of visitors who pass through their neighborhoods - 
viewing the Hollywood Sign, and those visiting Griffith Park.

* Relocating access points to share visitor traffic across the area. One location promoted for alternate trail access was the top of Beachwood Drive 
current gate. 

* Adjusting the service of the Griffith Park Circulator (DASH) to alleviate residents' concerns about pedestrian safety and congestion. Several stal 
suggested extending service to Canyon Drive, N Beachwood Drive, and possibly Ledgewood Drive.

Authority of City Zoning Administrators to Impose Conditions of Approval to Mitigate Potential Land Use Impacts 
Arising from the Sale or Service of Alcoholic Beverages That Are Adverse to Public Health, Safety and Welfare

I am a 
founding member of the Media Business Improvement District which works to enhance public parking, security, 
streetscapes, and neighborhood beautification. The Hollywood Beautification Team, a highly acclaimed program that is 
cleaning up and beautifying neighborhoods across Los Angeles, was conceived in my living room. 

In 1988,1 co-founded the Hollywood Sentinels Neighborhood Watch program to address the drug dealers, gangs, and 
prostitutes who had overrun the neighborhood. For over 6 years, I led local residents on a nightly patrol of the area 
until we took back our neighborhood street by street. Our efforts at neighborhood crime control earned national 
attention and serve as an example for neighborhood empowerment in Los Angeles citywide. And dramatically 
diminished gang activity in Hollywood. The LAPD attributes many of our efforts to a 60% reduction in youth-related local 
crime. 
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This Youths Center has brought us nothing but crime, vandalism, loitering, increased prostitution and a vastly increased 
presence of a pack of young adults who loiter, defecate in our driveways and parking spaces, street fights with each 
other over territory control, threaten and scare the residence and the schools parents. We have worked closely to try 
our best to manage this negative impact on our lives by asking the center to have a two block radius foot beat patrols, 
guards in the front and rear of the center that also walk around. And what we heard that there in not enough funding to 
deliver all these promised services. Mind you that this Youth center in the previous location on Santa Monica and 
Sycamore was a nightmare and caused major headaches and increased in crimes in few blocks radius. 

And now what they plan is to expand their services in an M2 zone, and why our city should even contemplate approving 
this project when the center cannot even manage a smaller program that have brought our neighborhood nothing but 
problems. 

They are asking to also close McCadden Place once a week for events and taking out the parking spaces on McCadden 
Place between Santa Monica and Lexington. And how about their request for roof event space. 


In addition when the LGBT center opened up on McCadden Place 20+years we were promised that this location will only 
be used for large donors and no services will be delivered at that location. We were also promised that the 
neighborhood schools and non-profits will use the theater for free. All this was negated and not fulfilled. 


I vehemently oppose the LGBT Youth Center and all the intended youths programs, and the closure of McCadden Place 
and taking out any of the parking spaces. 

In addition why should we let go of our M2 zone that provides the spaces needed for our bread and butter industry, the 
Movie and Film business

Hello to all, 

Please be advised that this past week we have been experiencing more issues with center clients in our immediate area. 
Starting on Saturday a young person was observed loitering near the corner of Lexington and McCadden. The individual 
proceeded to open one of the side access doors at the Hepburn Way Townhouse development which is private 
property. The young person then sat down on the planter and began rolling up a blunt. As I closed the door to the 
property, I asked the individual to please not sit on the property and not do what they were doing. Immediately the 
person responded aggressively and told me that they would leave when they were finished doing what they needed and 
got their purse in order. 

I again asked the person to please leave and the person became combative told me to fuck off and go away. I then 
attempted to call the centers 24 hour line to get ahold of a supervisor or outreach. I called the number 5 times, one after 
the other and got the recorded voicemail every single time I called. The individual then became more aggressive and 
walked up to my vehicle as they now held an electric stun gun in their hands and threatened to not only stun me, but 
break my windows, spit on me and kick my ass. I then called the police at that point. The individual proceeded to smoke 
their weed out on the corner all the while shouting obscenities at me and ailing me a faggott repeatedly. Another group 
of center clients came around the corner and this particular individual engaged them stating that I was harassing the 
person. This led to all three people walking up to my vehicle to ask me what I was doing. The individual I initially had 
contact with then walked off and went straight into the Center doors. 

Since I was not able to get ahold of anyone at the Center, I called Luz Estradas personal cell phone to alert her of what 
happened. I gave her a description of the individual. I know a few of you are not happy with me sending in photos of 
clients, however I feel that if it isn't done, then Youth Center staff will have no way of knowing who these individuals are 
that are being disrespectful to the community. With the photos, we can easily identify them since Center staff is not 
easily reached via phone nor is there a big presence out in the community to see first hand what clients are doing. 

Since Saturday, there have been other clients loitering and hanging out on private property within a two block radius. 
They seem to like to come out and smoke weed wherever they can. There was also an incident this Wednesday on the 
Highland side of the Schoolhouse property where a client made himself comfortable in the parking lot and was snooping 
around a gated maintenance access area. A member of the administrative team pulled up to find the individual pacing 
back and forth aggressively in the parking lot. It made her nervous enough to have to call Schoolhouse Security to come 
out and handle the situation. 

We keep seeing patterns of gate closures for long periods of time with no security staff at the McCadden gate regularly. 
No security staff is ever visibly present on the Highland side also a regular occurrence. All things that we have agreed 
were a must and would be done. We seem to be repeating our requests and even discuss these exact issues regularly at 
our security meetings. Outreach walking around doing checks is also something we are not seeing much of. If it is 
happening, the staff isn't identifiable as previously discussed in prior meetings. We were told many moons ago that 
outreach would at one point be wearing shirts to help identify themselves to clients and neighbors. 
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So with all of these things still happening and issues still presenting themselves, can we focus our attention at the next 
meeting on finally putting these solutions we have discussed to work. Can we set a firm date of when these things will 
be put in to play once and for all. With all the discussions of bridge housing and new shelters being put in to play across 
the city, I'm seeing they are all required to have 24 hour security, curfews and other things to help mitigate these 
community issues with clients. For the past few months I also see clients out front of the center late at night. They go in 
and out of the gate and hang out along the fence line talking to other friends inside at different hours of the night. I see 
no reason as to why the center shouldn't be following the same security standards as other housing projects. We have 
had more than a few violent attacks and threats come from Center clients in the past several years and it seems to 
continue to this day. Lets come up with a solid plan to take care of this once and for all and get it in to play before the 
new space opens. That should be priority so that when the bigger center that will be housing even more people opens, 
we have this problem solved.

Just a quick update. I've placed numerous calls to Sunset Sound in the hope of getting a little further 
along but to no avail. 
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I just walked passed the studio and noticed a middle aged woman walking a dog letting herself into the 
back entrance off of Leland, I took the opportunity to ask nicely if she worked there and did she have a 
minute to talk. I introduced myself as living in the neighborhood and asked if there was anyone I could 
reach out to regarding the trash etc and that when we had called we were met with little or no help, 
she said that was Craig and that he was the only person that could help. When I told her he was less 
than approachable she asked me specifically what my problem was. I talked about the graffiti and the 
trash to which she responded "You mean all the trash that the neighbors dump here", I assured her we 
were not dumping our trash in her yard or outside her gate, why would we? 

She then went on to say that they do plenty for the neighborhood, that she was sick of us asking for 
things and that the they put up the fence for us so we should just all shut up at this point.

Assault on McCadden and Lexington 


Good evening to all, 

Earlier today at approximately 10:50am, a female lyft driver was assaulted at the intersections of Lexington Avenue and 
McCadden Place. She was driving east bound from Highland down Lexington when a transgender known as "Natalie" 
who frequents the Youth Center on Highland was running in the middle of the road westbound on Lexington. Natalie, 
ran up to the woman's vehicle and began to hit the vehicle with her fist. The female driver asked Natalie to not hit her 
car and instead Natalie walked up to her and punched her in the face several times. Natalie then ran in to the Step Up 
facility where she attempted to evade consequences. The woman driver suffered a rather large knot on her head and a 
swollen lip. 

Police and Fire responded to the scene where the driver agreed to press charges. Police then arrested Natalie and took 
her in to custody. 

The reason for me sharing this story is not only because I know Natalie to be a client at the Youth Center but I want to 
make sure Center staff are aware of her actions today. Over the past few years, numerous calls have been made to the 
the outreach desk regarding Natalie and her behavior in the area. Based on today's actions it is very clear and has been 
clear for a long while that this person is dangerous and unpredictable. I'm hoping that the center will take action by 
restricting her from any future services at the Center. I am strongly reiterating the plea from the community for quite 
some time for Center staff to help identify these problem makers in the area by providing walking foot beats to walk 
around the area several times a day. In our last security meeting our Senior Lead Officer mentioned that he has asked 
Simon about this possibility and considers it an easy solution. Luz informed us that due to union regulations of the 
security guards fort he Center, this request will not be possible. 

As long as the Center exists, clients that are either aged out, restricted or active and in good standing will gravitate to 
the area because the Center is a familiar place for the them. It really is a simple fix that the Center staff can help 
everyone here out with. We've been asking for it for years. It doesn't have to be security staff but it needs to be 
someone from the Center who is familiar with the clientele. WE are all aware that there is a percentage of Center clients 
who have violent behavior. Some of the violence is contained within the center walls and other times it spills out on to 
our streets and affects everyone. Lets prevent this from happening again and work together to come up with a solution 
that makes everyone feel a bit more safe and makes this community stronger in doing so.

Tackling the affordable housing crisis 



Friends: 

The LA City Council rounded out the calendar year and took action on several items 
this week that every Angeleno can be proud of. Here are just some of the topics we 
tackled: 

Value Capture ~ We approved an ordinance that requires developers seeking to 
build above and beyond allowable density to include affordable units in their project. 
The ordinance, an affordable housing initiative that I first introduced back in 2014, 
addresses building applications for Conditional Use Permits (both mixed-use and 
commercial), as well as permits for height and area changes, none of which are 
covered by other incentive based programs such as JJJ and Density Bonus. The 
work on this policy was made possible thanks to a collaboration between my office, 
the Planning and Land Use Management Committee Chair Jose Huizar, the City’s 
Planning Department, and the City Attorney’s office. [CD13.com , Council file! 

Arts Development Fee — The City Council approved the expenditure plan and fee 
status report for the coming year, which includes funds in the amount of $401,200.25 
for public art projects in the 13th District. As you may recall back when I first took 
office in 2013, I established policy to unlock the funds for public arts citywide. It was 
a win not only for the art community but for Angelenos in every part of our great City. 
Thank you to the Department of Cultural Affairs and the City Attorney’s office for 
working with my staff on this policy. [Committee Report] 
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Responsible Banking Ordinance (RBO) and a Request for Proposal (RFP) - 

The Council action this week approved an ordinance strengthening the RBO, and a 
RFP that incorporates federal oversight standards into our own banking process, 
while moving towards a socially just and economically viable policy for Los Angeles. 
As you may recall, earlier this year, I introduced a motion directing the Office of 
Finance to report back on divestment from Wells Fargo, and a new process for the 
City to choose which financial institutions it does business with. This policy will 
ensure that Los Angeles is doing its part in keeping the financial industry 
honest. The vote this week was possible thanks to the partnership with Budget and 
Finance Committee Chair Paul Krekorian. [Council filel 

Transgender Advisory Council Report -- The City Council approved a report from 
the Transgender Advisory Council (TAC), with the support of the Human Relations 
Commission, on the issues and topics affecting the Transgender community in Los 
Angeles. These issues include supportive services for the homeless, HIV/AIDS and 
other healthcare concerns, and job creation opportunities. The report stems from a 
council motion I introduced shortly after the Presidential election in 2016, and will 
help inform policy we introduce on behalf of the transgender community in the 
coming year. [Council filel 

I am so proud of the work we accomplished over the last several months, and there 
is more to look forward to in 2018! I'll be sure to provide updates as my key 
initiatives make progress in the New Year.

I know Paul knows this better than I, but I believe that you are not allowed to live in your vehicle in a 
residential area between the hours of 9pm -6am. To live in the vehicle during night hours, you have to 
be outside of a residential area. They have to be 500 feet from a school, day care or park. Not entirely 
sure if the community garden that the school children frequent could be considered a park? However, 
the vehicle has to comply with all posted parking restrictions, i'm sure after the weeks its been there it 
isnt. The vehicle even though parked, has to be registerd with the DMV and insured. After reading your 
email it sounds as if it isnt. Also, any vehicle parked for 72 hours or more can be reported as 
abandoned. And, vehicles without wheels or other parts necessary to safely drive the vehicle are 
subject to immediate impounding. So based on all that criteria, it seems this motorhome is a good 
candidate for removal. The city attorney for our area mentioned one of the ways we can combat these 
problems is to push our council office to implement oversized vehicle restrictions in the area.

Hello everyone, 

Looking to reach out regarding some more loitering issues on McCadden. This morning we encountered 3 
individuals from the center seated on the curb on McCadden. They were in the process of rolling a weed blunt 
as they sat under the school zone sign. Also still having issues with clients and parking vehicles in the area. 
One particular one has been a recurring vehicle. Today his friends were in the car on Highland. Seems that the 
guy was organizing his stuff in the vehicle but at the same time was leaving his trash behind as he dumped it 
out of the car. They pulled away and left all the trash behind. Also as far as trash goes we are seeing a great 
deal of yellow tags littering the streets. The bigger problem is that they are always left next to pile of trash , 
food trays and juice containers , and or personal items left behind on the side of the road or sidewalk. One 
particular girl we have been seeing from time to time in the past several months is usually always laying on the 
sidewalk on our block. She is pretty innocent but always leaves a lot of trash behind when she moves along 
and heads into the Center. 

Is it possible to have signs and or reminders visible to clients regarding parking and trash left behind as they 
leave the building and head off out of the neighborhood? Just trying to figure out a nice approach to educate 
them on the trash impact they leave behind in the area. Hopefully we can find a solution and maybe discuss at 
our next meeting.

While talking to Bill I noticed my side lights were on in my car, only to discover that 
someone has ransacked it again, breaking the fuse panel, clearing out the glove 
compartment leaving the back door ajar, chargers etc all gone. I do all I can to lock it, 
but sometimes when bringing in kids/backpacks/groceries it's easy to forget and we are 
talking broad daylight for less than an hour before someone goes through it, I even 
heard the alarm go off today and simply thought Paul had set it off by carrying the fob 
in his pocket so I turned it off. Grrrr. 

I've been here 18 years now, this was not a great neighborhood when we bought the 
house, then is got better, but we are literally on our 5th incident, tonight being the 
6th/7th, since the New Year. 

I'll do what I can to scrape together money to get security camera's etc, put up a fence, 
a big one, because Bill has a 'code height fence' and then people simply 'jump it', I've 
worked hard to keep the street 'open' and 'neighbor friendly' but frankly I don't feel safe 
anymore. 

Does anyone have any insight as to why this has escalated exponentially in the last 
few months? 

We've already lost one long standing neighbor on our street, moved to the valley - sick 
of the 7-11 issues, and there are currently 6 homes for sale around the park/within 3 
blocks. Now I'm not sure if this is due to rising house prices or crime, but this is major 
house sale/activity to which I have not been privy to before.

As you know, the Center is always happy to answer any questions people may have. We’ve done so at every 
community meeting and at every security meeting. And we’re happy to continue to do so. We’ve also been happy 
to have one-on-one meetings with people of good faith like you and Ferris. 

But I hope you can understand that we cannot possibly be expected to respond to public posts that may happen on 
an app somewhere. Such posts are not direct communication to the Center. To be completely honest, we believe 
that a few of the people who are now complaining have other agendas at play. This includes Mr. Altschuler. He 
knows how to reach us directly. He doesn’t want to communicate with us, he wants to promote his own agenda, 
which includes, we believe, aiming to close down the Center. Despite our attempts to have numerous civil and fact- 
based conversations with him and one or two others, we do not believe they are acting in good faith. 

Your advice, about getting a message out there updating some of the work we’ve been doing and are proposing to 
do, is well received. Our communications team is working on drafting something and I’ll send that over to you and 
others on this email correspondence, once that is completed. 

As for your other reference to a security report, this is something we are working on with Exante 360. As we are still 
working our way through the entitlements process, we have been advised that it is too early to go any further than 
we have gone, to date. The architects have completed the design development phase but we do not want to start 
the construction documentation until we know precisely what it is we’re going to build. As much of what we’ll be 
doing at the campus incorporates utilizing new technology as well as old fashioned security patrols, we want to 
provide an integrated plan rather than something that may have to be revisited as a result of the permitting and 
entitlements process. I am waiting to hear back from SLO Jordan on when might be a good time for him and his 
team to get together with our consultants and internal staff. Although I was pleased to hear the positive feedback to 
what we’ve done so far, from Officer Jordan and Captain Palka, when we met. 

I also spoke to our attorney who has advised that there is no prohibition against the Center voluntarily reaching 
particular agreements with the neighbors about how we might do things. That’s essentially what we’ve been doing 
already and I imagine this will continue, especially once the new campus is open and we begin to see how 
everything is working. The Center will continue to do our best to be the good neighbor we have always been (and, 
since the new campus actually is further away from residents, it may ease some concerns).

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The operating hours of the Youth Center have changed so that it now opens earlier, at 7.30am, to help ensure 
clients are inside the premises well before school starts. 

The quarterly community will continue. The next meeting is scheduled for Thursday October 6 th at 11:30am

And the all other affected areas in Hollywood, West Hollywood, and Los Angeles: 

About 1 month ago the Central Hollywood Neighborhood Council (CHNC) created a resolution in which they essentially 
confirmed their support for the Center's design and intent. Very laudable but they didn't address several other issues of 
concern. Also, I cannot speak for all of the neighborhood associations and councils; they will have to articulate their 
own positions. I can only address the situations and circumstances with which I have personal knowledge. 
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We all agree that the there are literally thousands of young people - some homeless by choice, some by chance, some 
expelled because of the sexual orientation, some involved in drugs and/or alcohol, some with personality and/or mental 
problems - wandering the streets of our cities, especially around the Hollywood and West Hollywood areas. Only a 
small fraction of these young people are involved with and using the facilities of the LGBT Center and the Center, 
obviously, cannot be responsible for the other thousands who are NOT involved. 

There is a perception among area residents that there is little security supplied by the Center outside of its immediate 
entry and parking despite statements by the Center leadership that they have security. 

What security personnel they have are barely adequate to cover their entrances and those clients on their premises. It 
is not adequate to properly protect the vehicles in their own parking lot let alone those drivers and passengers going to 
and from the parking. 

The Center's "outreach" program, purported to be available to deal with their clients when they act out in the 
neighborhoods around the Center. The neighborhood residents' experience that contacting the Center (323/860-2280, 
ask for the Supervisor 7:30 AM to 5:00 PM, or send photos or video to youthservices@lalgbtcenter.org, or call Kris 
Nameth at 323/860-3619) gets little or no response, rarely in a timely manner when Outreach personnel do respond. 

THE PROBLEMS 

There is a "laundry list" of complaints from literally all of the neighborhoods around the Hollywood area. Again, this is 
not to say that the Center's clients are solely responsible for causing all of the problems listed below. However, 
identification in videos, still pictures, property surveillance, and personal I.D.'s (verified by the Center, their security 
people, their outreach people, representatives of the LAPD, and neighborhood residents who have seen some of the 
perpetrators at the Center) make it obvious that some clients are involved in the problems. 

The specific problems that residents and visitors have with these young people include (not in order of importance): 
Assault, 

Assault with a deadly weapon, 

Aggravated assault, 

Arson, 

Bicycle thefts, 

Burglary from vehicles, 

Theft from vehicles, 

Grand theft auto, 

Grand theft property, 

Petty theft, 

Robbery/attempted robbery, 

Strong-arm robbery, 

Spousal abuse, 

Rape 

Loitering in both public and private areas without authorization or permission, inhibiting or threatening others; 

Trespassing (homes, duplexes, small and large apartment buildings, commercial properties, public throughways 
and alleys, private driveways) - this includes eating, sleeping, defecating, urinating, fornicating and sleeping on private 
property and in garages; 

Prostitution in various areas around the Center (the participants may or may not be clients of the Center), 
including detritus (prophylactics [usually used], undergarments, etc.) that is to be expected; 

Drug sales (many different drugs have been seen being purveyed in and around the area) and its attendant 
detritus (used needles, used syringes, plastic drug baggies, etc., i.e. serious health and safety concerns); 
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Physical assaults of residents and shoppers near homes and shopping locations, purses/wallets stolen including 
their contents, etc.; 

Cars broken into and items taken (not necessarily of great value, but personal items, papers, a lighter or 
compass or other misc. items in glove boxes and/or center consoles): 

Cars broken into and damaged, items of value taken (radios dismounted, dashboard damaged, speakers 
removed, seats damaged, etc.); 

Car-jacking at gunpoint or knife point, sometimes in broad daylight, with the threat of murder; 

Hollywood Division and Wilshire Division Crime Mapping Reports as well as West Hollywood Sheriff's Crime Reports will 
stipulate when and where all of these crimes have been perpetrated. Many of them have been committed by the 
Center's young people wandering about the area. Again, all of those who commit these acts and violations are not 
necessarily CENTER CLIENTS. Many of those who are Center clients are also victims; when the Center closes at night, 
those for whom there are not adequate beds/food/housing are turned out into the streets. They, too, are victims. 

We understand that efforts have been made to coordinate security with many in the area and LAPD. This, of course, 
would be a move in the right direction. We certainly would hope that such efforts will be continued in regular meetings 
and coordination. 

THE VICTIMS 

The victims of the foregoing crimes are mostly among those who live and/or work in the area. They are from all of the 
areas copied on this letter and many other surrounding areas. They are resident husbands, wives & children, visitors to 
our residents, others in the area for entertainment and shopping. 

Some victims and other area representatives have attended meeting with the LGBT Center personnel. The products of 
those meetings have included many suggestions for continuation of the Center's monthly meetings, holding support 
meetings with security and LAPD, increasing services to help clients become self-supporting, accentuating acceptable v. 
unacceptable client behavior, enforcing rules firmly but fairly, man the Outreach line and respond 24/7 and include area 
residents in the Outreach program, coordinate security and Outreach programs allowing residents and merchants to 
assist, and have security and Outreach personnel wear identifying garments and badges. 

Other recommendations have included developing after-hours activities for those not in the Center, other services to 
deal with any illegal behavior and loitering for those not included in or released from the Center, and determination of 
degrees of mental illness and appropriate service location for those in need. 

THE CONCERNS 

No one expects the Center to be responsible or accountable for the entire estimated 6,500 young people who could use 

its assistance. That would require a city section the size of Hollywood with the budget and facilities of any major 

city. However, most of us DO expect behavior and the control thereof within the norms established by society. This 

means clients of the Center accept that 

our privacy is not to be invaded, 

our property is not to be stolen or damaged, 

their activities are to be within the law and not disturbing residents, 

NO trespassing, 

NO prostitution, 

NO drugs. 

Historically, the Center has claimed that they are there to help with any problems that arise from their clients, but they 
also claim that they don't have adequate funds to have the necessary security staff and outreach staff. This major 
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concern for the residents and visitors extrapolates to the larger concern for the future, when the center will house about 
5 times the clientele that they currently house and even more out-clients will be served by the Center. 

Although these services are and will continue to be sorely needed, so are the services of the security staff and the 
outreach staff. The unanswered question to date is how will these services be improved to cover the increased 
clientele? How will the staff and the scope of the security group and the 

outreach group be improved and enlarged to deal with the greater requirements? Where will the increased funding 
come from continuing through the future years? 

As the future home site of the Los Angeles LGBT Center construction approaches, our still-unanswered question remains 
for both the Center and the Hollywood Division of LAPD - the Center for its clients and LAPD Hollywood Division for 
those miscreants who are not Center clients. 

Realizing that both organizations have a great deal of system development and operational planning to do in order to be 
prepared for the future demands, we ask that the communities in the area be kept abreast of funding, planning and 
implementations as early as possible. 

In addition, conflicting information has been received regarding the location of the health & medical facility. In one 
communique we were advised that the existing facility on Schrader would house these services. In another, that the 
facility would be moved into the property adjacent to the site of the new building. This issue is considered problematic 
due to drug issues, facility security, and the potential hazards of addicts attempting or succeeding in accessing whatever 
supply of drugs might be contained in that facility close to our neighborhoods. 

We are concerned for both the quality of our lives and the quality of the lives of the young people who need help and 
direction from the LGBT Center. We most certainly want them to be given every opportunity for the best possible 
quality of life. This includes our and their safety and well-being. Since the LGBT Center is one of the few such centers 
supplying services to young people, especially LGBT young people, many will gravitate here above and beyond the 
thousands that are already here. We want to ensure that neither our nor their quality of life is adversely 
affected. Security and safety are the two primary considerations. These are affected, however, by the many potential 
clients who get turned away for whatever reason (lack of capacity, dangerous medical conditions, mental conditions 
beyond the Center's capability). How will these people be dealt with so that they are not vandalizing the surrounding 
neighborhoods? By whom-LAPD? How will that be facilitated? In what facilities? 

Thank you for taking the time to consider these observations. We will look forward to your earliest possible information 
and subsequent updates.

I don't know how it works 
over at the LGBT Center, but it seems reasonable to require "members" (clients, or whatever) to spend a little time 
doing some friendly volunteer work along side immediate members of the community as merely a prerequisite.

Notes from Monday's meeting 


I’ve taken a shot at providing minutes, or at least a summary, of most of what we discussed at Monday’s 
meeting. I’m happy to amend these if you don’t think they reflect the conversation. I know there was more we 
discussed and that we want to keep the conversation going and keep working to make real, tangible progress, 
but I wanted to send this out as a start. 


These notes relate to a meeting, held on August 23 rd , 2016 Attendees 

were Ferris and Debbie Wehbe, Captain Cory Palka of LAPD and his colleague, Senior Lead Officer, Paul 
Jordan. The Los Angeles LGBT Center was represented by Simon Costello, the Director of Children Youth and 
Family Services and Stephen Bum, Project Manager for the Anita May Rosenstein Campus. 

The meeting was called by Ferris to discuss solutions to issues raised at recent community meetings. The 
agenda was based around the talking points and notes that came out of an August meeting, held at Hollywood 
City Hall, that was organized by CD4 Council Member David Ryu, and his staff. 

While much of the focus revolved around the Youth Center on Highland and the clients of the LGBT Center, 
there was also an acknowledgment that homelessness in Hollywood is a widespread and ongoing issue. The 
emphasis, at the meeting, was on working together to try and improve the quality of life for local residents as 
well as clients of the Center. 

The Center is grateful to Ferris and Debbie for hosting this event. 

LGBT Center Community Meeting 
Solutions discussed August 23, 2016 

Captain Palka and SLO Jordan reviewed the model and renderings of the proposed new campus. They gave 
feedback and insights into matters related to security. SLO Jordan has agreed to meet with Exante 360, the 
specialist security and IT consultants the Center has engaged to work on designs for the campus. 

During the discussion on security at the new site, the Center disclosed that a number of security features are 
incorporated into existing plans. They include: 

• 24/7 security and patrol 

• High definition cameras and recording equipment 

• Building and landscape design that features open sight lines 

• Motion sensitive lighting designed to deter loitering 

• Restricted, key card access to parking lots and points of entry 

The notes (below) from the August meeting, organized by CD4 staff, were discussed: 

• Increased Accountability - The vast majority of the young clients at the Youth Center on Highland avail of 
services that will help them on their path to stability and housing. At the same time, the Center does 
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acknowledge that youth may be responsible for some of the crime and unwanted behavior, in the area, and 
some of these youth may access services. LAPD confirmed, however, that the vast majority of neighborhood 
crime does not involve the youth who are clients of the LGBT Center. 

• The LGBT Center acknowledged that some of the crime and acts of vandalism, in the area, is caused by some of 
its clients. LAPD confirmed, however, that the vast majority of neighborhood crime does not involve the youth 
who are clients of the LGBT Center. Irrespective of the source of the problems, the meeting agreed that all 
parties would continue to work together to try and improve the quality of life on the local streets. 

• Monthly meetings - 

The Community Security Meeting will be held monthly. The first meeting took place on September 19 th . The next 
meeting will be on October 24 th . SLO Paul Jordan has been asked to moderate. Ferris has requested a room at 
the Schoolhouse and, following the meeting, it was confirmed that the next meeting will be held at the 
Schoolhouse. 

• Team Meetings with: 

■ BID 

- LAPD 

■ HMLS Outreach 

■ Y outh Advocates 

Since the August community meeting, the Center has met with the local BID safety committee and is 
committed to participating in the security and safety meetings that SLO Jordan is overseeing. 

• Increased Options for Center related improvements in client services 

■ Job training and placement for center residents 

■ Increased number of beds currently available 

■ Implement Mentoring between seniors and youth 

■ Increase engagement with the volunteer coordination at center 

■ Increased programming for clients 

As a start to engaging community with our employment program, Ferris will be invited to participate in the 
Friday Speaker Series that the Center already holds. Each week, a guest speaker talks to our Youth clients, 
offering insights in to employment or educational opportunities as well as more general conversation about a 
given area of interest. 

The Center is committed to work with our youth ambassadors to think of ways our youth can engage directly 
with the community. 

• Increase accountability for clients and management 

■ Acceptable vs. Unacceptable behavior from clients in relation to the neighbors 

■ Enforcing rules and regulations 

The LGBT Center has a comprehensive intake process with youth that includes conversation about expectations 
on being a responsible community member. The Center staff also has regular meetings with youth to re-enforce 
expectations. We are constantly reviewing our methods to improve this process. Ferris suggested adding a video 
as one possible way to introduce youth clients to neighbors and the neighborhood and for this to be included as 
part of the intake process. This is something the Center will explore and try to develop. 

• Reinforce and support client and Center behaviors that build community relationships 

■ Hotline -for 24 hours 24/7 

■ Structure for continued dialog and evaluation for progress 

■ Outreach to homeowners to be part of the solution 

The LGBT Center hotline is now available from 7:30am to 5pm, 7 days a week. It was agreed that the upcoming 
security meeting would determine whether or not these hours should be extended, possibly for a trial period. 

All parties committed to an ongoing dialogue and expressed a desire for local home and business owners to 
become part of the solution. This includes reviewing how the Center communicates with its neighbors as well as 
inviting neighbors into the Center to meet clients and tour the facilities. Indeed, since the August meeting, a 
number of local residents and business owners have taken a tour of the Youth center on Highland. 
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How to make Public Safety a top priority 

■ Utilize LAPD and the Senior lead officer 

■ Increased security 

■ The back gate is in need of additional security measures 

■ Coordinate with local community groups and organizations like the BID for security 
patrols 

■ Increase foot patrols 

■ Adding unifonns to Outreach teams to increase visibility 

■ Earlier hours for Outreach teams 


The staffing of the back gate and also the front gate has been increased since the August meeting. It was agreed 
that the Center would continue to ensure a security presence, during operating hours, would be maintained on 
both Highland and McCadden. 

The Center's outreach staff are wearing marked t-shirts now and are easily identifiable when on their 
patrols. The center is sourcing uniforms that will identify them as outreach staff. The Center is also sourcing 
markings for our vehicles. 

The coordination between local BID security patrols and the Center's outreach and community staff has been 
increased. 

The operating hours of the Youth Center have changed so that it now opens earlier, at 7.30am, to help ensure 
clients are inside the premises well before school starts. 

The quarterly community will continue. The next meeting is scheduled for Thursday October 6 th at 11:30am

I am a longtime Hollywood resident, business owner, and activist. Since 1983, my wife Debbie and I have 
operated F&D Properties which develops and manages real estate in the immediate area, and founded and 
owned the acclaimed Hollywood Schoolhouse which serves grades K-6 and is a national model for creative 
learning. 

In addition I have dedicated my life to addressing a number of issues affecting Hollywood and its residents. I 
am a founding member of the Media Business Improvement District which works to enhance public parking, 
security, streetscapes, and neighborhood beautification. The Hollywood Beautification Team, a highly 
acclaimed program that is cleaning up and beautifying neighborhoods across Los Angeles, was conceived in my 
living room. 

In 1988,1 co-founded the Hollywood Sentinels Neighborhood Watch program to address the drug dealers, 
gangs, and prostitutes who had overrun the neighborhood. For over 6 years, I led local residents on a nightly 
patrol of the area until we took back our neighborhood street by street. Our efforts at neighborhood crime 
control earned national attention and serve as an example for neighborhood empowerment in Los Angeles 
citywide. And dramatically diminished gang activity in Hollywood. The LAPD attributes many of our efforts to 
a 60% reduction in youth-related local crime. 

Currently my wife, me and our 4 adult children live one to two blocks away from the expansion site. 

This Youths Center has brought us nothing but crime, vandalism, loitering, increased prostitution and a vastly 
increased presence of a pack of young adults who loiter, defecate in our driveways and parking spaces, street 
fights with each other over territory control, threaten and scare the residence and the schools parents. We have 
worked closely to try our best to manage this negative impact on our lives by asking the center to have a two 
block radius foot beat patrols, guards in the front and rear of the center that also walk around. And what we 
heard that there in not enough funding to deliver all these promised services. Mind you that this Youth center in 
the previous location on Santa Monica and Sycamore was a nightmare and caused major headaches and 
increased in crimes in few blocks radius. 

And now what they plan is to expand their services in an M2 zone, and why our city should even contemplate 
approving this project when the center cannot even manage a smaller program that have brought our 
neighborhood nothing but problems. 
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They are asking to also close McCadden Place once a week for events and taking out the parking spaces on 
McCadden Place between Santa Monica and Lexington. And how about their request for roof event space. 


In addition when the LGBT center opened up on McCadden Place 20+years we were promised that this 
location will only be used for large donors and no services will be delivered at that location. We were also 
promised that the neighborhood schools and non-profits will use the theater for free. All this was negated and 
not fulfilled. 


I vehemently oppose the LGBT Youth Center and all the intended youths programs, and the closure of 
McCadden Place and taking out any of the parking spaces. 

In addition why should we let go of our M2 zone that provides the spaces needed for our bread and butter 
industry, the Movie and Film business
